Harp Wilson, a young colored boy, drove | 
his horse to the front and reached Miss 
Roosevelt's side just in time to prevent a run- 
away. He rescued the president's daughter 
from her pertious position, and after a new 
saddle had been provided she rode on with 
the -hunt. 

Leap Followed by Accident. 

The run began near Avon. A fex was 
started im a patch of woods, and the pack 
followed, circling through the fields. The 
hounds closed in on the fox, and Reynard 


took to a swamp. 
It was at this point the accident happened 


| to Miss Roosevelt, A broad leap across the 


deeper portion of the swamp caused her to 
preak the horn of her saddle. 

The plunging horse, made nervous by the 
sudden. shifting of the. girl's weight, 
plunged and reared. Miss Roosevelt hung 
pluckily' to the reine with one hand, and 
maintained her position on the animal's back 
by grasping his mane with the other. 


Negro Boy Makes Rescue. 

The horse was rapidly getting beyond her 
control, and she was fast slipping down from 
the insecure saddle when the colored youth 
reached the struggling mount.
